~ for Visionary Schemes. 


Many Sorts of Machines Which the 
Inventors Declare Will Run 
Forever—Recent Devices for 
Accomplishing the 
Impossible.

London, January 6.—Perpetual motior 
“eranks"’. have a free fleld in England, 
though the United States has long re- 
fused to issue patents on ideas involving 
perpetual motion principles, England st'‘)’. 
continues to grant licenses to all comers) 
willing to pay for patent papers. - Even! 
as late as last year perpetua! motion! 
inventions were patented, while in 190! | 
thirteen perpetual motion machines testi- 
flied that certain persons have faith in the 
possibility of the schemes. Some of thas« 
inventors were men of serious minds— 
| not cranks, or lunatics—and much of thxr 
|} time, and considerable of their money 
| have gone in developing their pet the o- 
ries. 

One of the most recent devices—if made 
to work—wou'd simply revolutionize the | 
automobile and motor-cycle business, do 
ing away with petrol, electricity, and 
other sources of energy. In a word, th: 
ideqg is this: The welght of the rider on 
the saddle of a motor-cycle, or, in fact, 
of amy one on the seat of a motor car, 
drives water into a hollow bar, which In 
turn, forces the water upon turbines 
placed in the gearing. When tne whees 
of.the motor go around, they pump *’we 
water back into the hol'ow bar—and there 
you have perpetual motion in a nutshell 
or rather, in a hollow bar. A cycle built! 
on this principle could easily go aroun | 
the wor'd without stopping. once the inv | 
tial impetus of sitting down was given, 
declares the inventor. So confident is hy. 
of the feasibility of thfs machine that he 
has provided a brake to stop the motor 
when necessary. Left to itself it would 
—in principle, at least, “run on forever,

Certain inventors propose to use the 
weight of railway carriages to compress 
sufficient air to drive them; ‘While an- 
other plan on the same lines is to make 
cycle tires In such a way that the air 
in them will drive a motor, while the 
motor drives the cycle.

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MEN WHO MADE ATLANTA 


Edmund W. Holland Founded First Bank Ever! 
Organized in Atlanta--A Partner of Alfred Austell. 
Ardent Advocate of Public School System. 


DURING the year !185!, the city of 
[) Atlanta was a place of great ac- 

tivity, and a depot for cotton and 
grain of several adjoining counties and 
the center of four of the principal rail- 
Toads of the state. It had one bank, two 
newspapers, six churches, 3,000 people, 
and six schools with 300 scholars. Such 
is the description given of the great 


ap@0. 

Up to this tima no euch theory of ed- 
ucation as a free public school system 
had ever been thought of. 


averse to anything of the kind. A great 
many oommunities were really actively 
Opposed to it. Owing to the offer of a 
generous-Tiearted citizen, Edmund w. 
Holland, who had offered to devote for 
such purposes, free of all charges, suita- 
ble premiges at the corner of Garnett 
and South Pryor streets, the city counci] 
of Atlanta ‘1d determined to make an 
experiment on thag line. 

In order to be safe {n the matter, the 
council] called for a puBTlc meeting to 
test the opinion of the community. For 
this purpose, a fare gathering was held 
in the city hal, anda the matter thorourh- 
ly discussed. This meeting was decidedly 
opposed to the project. Notwithstanding 
this, the city counct] determined to in- 
augurate such a school, feeling that it 
would prove a boon to the town. They 
leased the place for several years and 
coinmenced operation. In the shape of 
books, and other equipments, generous- 
hearted citizens in the city and vicin- 
ity meade Iiberal donations to the 
school. But the school was never popu- 
lar, so at the end of 1859, after the school 
had been in operation seven or eight 
years, it ‘was discontinued. The senti- 
ment pervading the community at that 
time ig very different from what it 1s 
today, fifty years afterwards. Atlanta 
now, with her hundred thousand people, 
14,000 of whom are children, going to 
free schools, with pride points to these 
children as “hen jewels.”’ 

This d.d not dampen the ardor of 
Mr. Holland, however. Fir, at least, 
twenty-five years after this experiment, 
he was as ardent and active in the 
Support of the free school system as 
any man in the city, or probably in the 
state of Georgia. He was a quiet man, 
never demonstrative, always unostenta- 
tious, avoiding all notoriety, but firm and 
decided in all hig convictions. When 
he thought he wag right, he dared to 
So ahead; not obtruding his opinions 
upon his neighbors. 

Mr. Holland was prompted to this 
generous action by seeing so many chil- 
dren on the atreets not going to school 
because, as their parents claimed, they 
could not affrd to pay tuition and other 
incidentals. 

Ancestors Came from Holland. 

A short sketch of Mr. Holland's life in 
this connection is pertinent. His ances- 
tors came frém “the land which abounds 
with ditches full of water” (Hollowland— 
Hollo-land—Hol-land). Although of good, 
genuine Dutch descemt, Mr. Holland him- 
self was born in Laurens district, South 
Carolina, in 1807. He was raised on a 


field’ education so common in ‘‘ye olden 
time.”” Upon attaining hig majority, the 
only patrimony he ever received from 
his parents was just enough money to 
bear his expenses to the new state of 
Alabama, 
money for himself. The first thing he 
aid was to teach school. Finding this 
too slow a process to build up a for- 
tune and hearing of the gold excitement 
bringing sO many people to Villa Rica, 
Ga., he decided to try hig fortune in 
this booming Villa Rica (rich villa). At 
the time of his coming to this place, 
in 1831, the town was but a year old, 
and, of course, was almost without form 
and void. With his little capital, he put 
up a small wooden building and started 
business. 

He exchanged goods for gold dust, the 
almost entire local currency of the p§ace. 
At this time each man mined on his 
own account, and carried his dust in a 
goose quill. He had no use for purse 
or pocket book In a goose qulfll, tightly 
corked with a@ corn cob pith, he de- 
spised such worthless things. To test 
the purity of the dust, the merchant 
would pour it out on a plece of white 
paper on his counter and bluw forcibly 
his breath upon ft. The dust was heav- 
fer than the sand or any other im- 
purity, so this forcible blowing would 
send it off, leaving nothing but the pure 
gold dust. 

Here in this wild land, Mr. Holland 
met two men for whom he formed a 
life-long attachment-—-these 'were John sg. 
Jones and Samuel Candler, the latter the 
father of the ex-congressman of Deca- 
tur, Colonel Milton Candler. Mr. Jones, 
in after life. became a@ prominent po- 
litician, and was state treasurer for 
some twenty years. In consequence of 
his fidelity to trust in trying times, he 
has been lovingly known all over Georgia 
as “Honest Jack Jones” for the last half 
‘century. Tolland and Candler, however, 
had a pathetic feeling for each other. 
They were chums, great readers, and 
were, at one time, the only men In Car- 
roll county who own d a Ifprary. The 
Bible, song book, religious paper and 
weekly newspaper constituted the read- 
ing matter found in nine houses out of 
ten, if even that amount of literature 
could be found ,together. 

Located in Villa Rica. 

When Mr. Jones first came to Villa 
Rica, he rode on horseback. There 
was not a ferry boat nor a bridgag acress 
the Chattahoochee river—-only Indian 
trails—and the Chattahoochee was cross- 
ed in an Indian bateau. So he had to 
swim his horse over, fasten his old-fash- 
joned saddle bags, in which he carried 
all hie earthly possessions, agound his 
neck so they would not get wet. 

In Villa Rica, Mr. Holland, being of 
frugal habits and fully endowed with 
good practical business judgment, pros- 
pered far beyond his most buoyant ex- 
peotations. So much so that it was 
mot long before he engaged on an ex- 
tensive -cale in mining on his own hook, 
Here he met better success than while 
he was trading. The ore in which gold 
was found near Villa Rica in a etrip 
of land 6 miles long and 2 wide was of 
the placer order, and yielded fabulous 
returns. Taking advantege of this fact, 
Mr Holland was not slow to emass & 
enug fortune, for those days. 

Atlanta Attracts Him. 

About this time Atlanta was begin- 
ning to cast off the swaddling clothes ot 
Marthasville, and to assume city airs. A 
newspaper man came along and wrote up 
Atlanta for his paper, saying: “This in- 
fant is fast becoming a young giant and

He com- 
menced the brokerage business, buying 
ang selling gold, advancing on colWa and 
grain, and qiscounting notes; finally drift- 
ing into the regular banking Quziness, in- 
vesting his surplus in Atlanta rea] es- 
tate. Among his other real estate pur- 
chases wag the valuable block on wn ’n 
now the present Century building stands. 
Here he built the Holland house, one of 
the finest hotels in the city. On it were 
the postoffice and other prominent bus- 
inesses. < 

About this time Genera! Alfred Austell, 
from the meighboring county of Camp- 
bell, came to this city. In him Mr. Hol- 
fang found a congenial coworker in 
finances. In the first qirectory published 
by the city in. 1859 we find the following 
card: :

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Before the late civi] war there was no 
national banking system. Each individ- 
ual. state issued charters to banks and 
these banks were governed by the local 
laws of the state from which the char- 
ter was issued. There Was one common 
feature, however, that was that each 
bank was allowed to tssue a certain 
amount of its own notes ypon a specie 
basis, being strictly required to hold in its 
vaults at all times a sufficient amount 
of gold and silver to redeem any amount 
of notes presented. In default of this, 
the penalty was a forfeiture of the char 
ter, disgraced credit and suspension of 
business. 

All banks, however on sound financial 
basis, had such good credit that there 
was scarcely ever a demand for specie 
payment. In Georgia almost all of the 
banking was concentrateqd in Augus*? 
and Savannah. In fact, up to this time 
these two cities had a monopdly in cap- 
ital. So much so, that all the banks in 
little towns throughout the state were 
entirely qgependent upon the banks of 
these two cities. This practically worked 
to almost entirely prevent banking opera- 
tions outside of them 

First Bank in Atlanta. 

The Bank of Fulton was the only bank 
in Atianta up to this time. Messrs. Hol- 
land end Austell founded banking here 
under great difficulties. Once or twice 
a month it was custom to gather up ah 
the bills in their possession on these 
banks ang send a reliavle party, eithes 
to Savannah or Augusta, to have them 
redeemed in gold. This was before the 
present convenient express car system. 
Mr. Ed Holland, now of Edgewood, who 
at that time was teller of this bank, re- 
lates his experience in visiting these 
cities wit, large amounts of notes and 
returning with the specie therefor. 
one occasion he remembers to have 
brought back $30,000 in gold in a nail 
keg, which he placeq between his knees, 
and, riding in the baggage car, seduouSly 
watched it until his arrival) in Atlanta 
This manner of redemption proved a se- 
rious inconvenience and very expensive 
to the bank. So much s0, that they de- 
termineq to put a stop to it in some 
measure. Upon consultation, it was de- 
termined by these gentlemen that Mr. 
Holland should go to Augusta and teach 
the Augusta banks a banking lesson. 

In his palmiest days, Mr. Holand, 
either before, during Or after the war, 
never was accusegd Of presenting the ap- 
pearance of a dignified bank president, 
or plethoric financier. Rather on the 
style of a plain back-woods well-to-do 
Georgia farmer, on good terms with him- 
self and the balance of mankind. It is 
true, he always was neat ang clean, Du! 
dressed in cheap attire. He never was 
seen arrayed in “purple and linen,’’ 
anything like it. So he fitted himself up 
in his usual style and went down to Au- 
gusta in a loose-fitting brown linen suit. 


A Lesson in Banking. 


Presenting himself early one morning 


‘at the counter of the Merchants and sme. 


chanics’ bank, of Augusta, carpet-bag in 
hand. he was met by the cashier, a dap- 
per city chap who in a very patronizing 
manner offered to wait upon him. Mr, 
Holland presented a package of five hun-

I give you just two 
hours to get up this gold, or I'll protest 
singly every big I have presented.” Be- 
Sid@3 the disgrace of being protested, 
the fers attending the protest would 
amount to several hundred, if not thou- 
sand, dollars, and the president very keen- 
ly felt the situation. 

At the end of the two hours Holland 
called. There he f»'.na the $14,900 in gold 
waiting for him. At the same time In 
|the presfdent’s office were the presidents 
|Of all the other six banks of Augusta. 
It had requered’ the ec mbined efforts of 
all the seven banks of Augusta to get 
up this amount of gosd and the presi- 
dents had come dOwn to sée ‘‘what man- 
ner of man” this was who had come 
from the country end wanted so much 
gold. Holland went in, met. them, and 
seeing from their excited manner that 
they were very uneasy, he fe't that he 
had things his cwn way 

How He Won Recognition. 

He says, ‘‘Gentlemen, | am Edmund W. 
Holland. I am president of the Bank of 
Fulton, the only bank in the city of At- 
lanta. I heve been for several months 
trying to get ycu gentlemen to recognize 
my bills. You make extra efforts not to 
do go. I find that you disgrace them on 
all.ocecasions., Now I have come down 
here to teach you a lesson in banking. I 
don’t want this $15,000 in gold that I 
have gotten from you gentlemen. The 
bank of Fu.‘ n has as 'u.%f gold as Is 
necessary to redeem its bills, but I want 
to show you gcntiemen that all the bank- 
ing talent in Georgia is not confined to 
either Augusta or Savannah, I have here 
in this old carpetsack about the same 
amount in bills, fifteen or twenty thou- 
sund dollars, on each one of you. 1 hold 
each one of you at my mercy, I could 
have each one of you protested and your 
credjt disgracel within twenty minutes, 
but I am not going tu do it, All I ask 
of you, and I most pesi‘ivay demand it, 
tat yeu recogr.ize my bank and its cir- 
culation wn the same focting that you do 
this issue by the banks of Augusta and 
Savannah, I give you until 12 o’clock to- 
morrow to enter into.a heavy bond and 
obligation to do so. If not, just as cer- 
tuin as there is a sun in heaven, I will 
disgrace the credit of every one of you. 
'I call tomorrow at 12 o'clock.” 

Next day at !2 o’clock Mr. Holland 
called: the bond and obligation was duly 
signed, senied and delivered. From that 
time henceforth the bills of the Bank of 
Tulton stood upon the same basis. all 
over Georgia as did any of the bills of 
the hanks of Savannah or Augusta. 


Bought New Holland Springs. 

In his declining years Mr. Holland 
bought the celebrated Lime Stone spring 
in the suburbs of Galaesville, Ga. Here 
he established One of the most beautiful 
and inviting summer resorts In the whole 
country. In honor of his family name 
it was called “New WHolland.”’ For at 
‘east a quarter of a century this was 
‘the’ fashionable resort, and thousands 
came every summer. 

A few years ago, however, Mr. Holland 
sold this valuable property to the Paco- 
let Manufcturing Company, of South 
Carolina. This company improved the 
property fully to the extent of $2,000,000. 
The place now is the site of one of the 
richest cotton miflls in the south, 

In early years Mr. Holland married 
Miss Martha G. Burns. Tis union was 
blessed with two children, Mr. Ed Hol- 
land and Lou Jack. These both live in 
this city today. 

Always a Whig. | 

In politics Mr. Holland was a whig of 
the strictest construction. He vofed for 
Bel] and Everett just before the final 
dissolution of the party. He opp0Osed se- 
cession to the bitter end. He was tn full 
accord with such good men as Alex 
Stephens, Ben Hill, Herschel V. John- 
'son and James M. Calhoun, of our Own 


icity. He was of such positive convic- 
tions that he never did act in full ac- 
cord with the democratic party. At a 
lecture on phrenology long before the 
war by the celebrated phrenolagist, Dr. 
Crane, when twelve men of Atlanta were 
selected for examination, each one hav- 
ing a most positive trait of character, 
Dr. Crane was blindfolded and pnlac- 
ing his hands upon Mr. Holland's head, 
exclaimed: *A six-mule team could not 
turn this man when-he Once takes a no- 
tion to do a thing.”” His son, Ed Holland, 
reminds me that he was present on this 
occasion, when the lecturer also added, 
“This man never wore a fine sult of 
clothes in his life.’’ 

In religion Mr. Holland was as p0sitive 
'as he Wag In politics, He was a great 
| reader Of the Bible, having gone through 
it carefully several times, and a great 
|'admirer of Mr. Dick’s works. But he 


never found any organization during his 
| life whose vylews ha could coincide with, 
Or} so he never joinsd any church. 


Losses by the War. 

When the war came on his reverses 
were very heavy. Like all other similar 
institutions, the Bank of Fulton Dills de- 
preciated to nothing, was compelled to 
set free nearly a hundred slaves. He was 
left comparatively a poor man, But to 
his honor be it said, that he and his 
colleague, General] Austell, acted the full 
part of beings said to be “the noblest 
works of God’’—“honest men.” No law 
could compel them to such act, but out 


the war they redeemed every bill of the 
bank they could find. No other bank in 
the south {s on record as having done 
this. They did not do this because it 
was politic, buf because it was right and 
honest. This is the sort of stuff these 
two men were made of. 

| As soon as Mr. Holland could gather to- 
gether what was left him after the war 
he, with Messrs. Austell, Romare and 
Tuller, established the Atlanta National 
bank, which occupies today, with her 
$7,000,000 resources, the very spot which 
Mr. Holland used as an office fifty-seven 
years ago. 

Also with Messrs. Tommey, 6chofield 
and others he established the Atlanta 
rolling mill on a very extensive scale. As 
a financial venfure this was a failure. 
My. Holland himself lost $75,000 by the

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GEORGIA BANKS SHOW INCREASE | 


OF 50 PER CENT IN FIVE YEARS 


Georgia's financial institutions make a 
remarkable showing for 1905, the ngures 
indicating a healthy increase over those 
of previous years. There is a- general 
increase-in those items of the reports 
which indicate progress and prosperity; 
likewise there is a corresponding - de- 
crease in those figures which would 
show a scarcity of money among the 
people. 

For instance, in epite of the increased 
population, the increased amount. of 
business and the larger number of banks‘ 
in the state, the tota] amount of money 
loaned by banks to individuals in Geor- 
gia is no larger than {t was in 1901, 
five years ago, and it shows a consider- 
decrease over the amount loaned in 1902 
and 1903. 

At the same time, the surplus and un- 
fivided profits of Georgia banks within 
that five-year period have more than 
doubled, while safe investments have in- 
creased in proportion, the surplus money 
not loaned out being used in this way. 

Condition of All Banks. 

A statement has just teen completed 
showing the condition and standing of 
all the Georgia banks, state and national, 
at the close of business on November 9. 
1905. It so happened that these state- 
ments were taken from both state and 
mationa] banks for the same day, hence 
@ consolidation of the figures can read- 
ily be made showing the standing at that 
time of all the banks in Georgia. 

This statement includes 30! state banks 
which were examined by State Treasurer 
R. E. Park and his assistant bak ex- 
aminer during 1905, and 64 national 
banks which were examined by the ted 
era] bank examiners. making a total) of 
$65 Georgia banks which are included. 

Since that time several new national 
banks have been chartered, and mor? 
than forty new state banks have start- 
ed business, but these had not been 
long enough at work to be includeq in 
the reports of the date named. 

A Combined Statement. 

Here is the combined statement of 
the 365 Georgia banks, state and na- 
tional, showing their standing and con- 
dition at the close of business on No- 
vember 9, i906:

just how the Georgia outlook and con- 
ditions compared with those of last year. 
As the monthly summaries for the state 
are sent out to all parts of the state by 
Section Director ‘Marbury and are printed 
in the newspapers, this comparison with 
the previous year would prove interesting 
for other sections of the state than the 
one in which the particular farmer might 


happen. to be located. 

At the end of the present year this 
same summary will again be printed 
and the comparison of conditions each 
month for many years should help in 
making prophecies for the future as well 
as furnish much interest to all those who 
have anything to do with crops in Geor- 
gia. 

Summary by Months. 

The summary for the state of Georgia 
by months follows: 

Very Tittle farm work was done dur- 
ing January, except in the southern séc- 


tion, Owing to the continued low tem- 


| perature and frozen ground, Winter work 


was fairly well advanced. Grains were 
considerably damaged by the cold, late 
oats ‘being killed in many localities. But 
the genera] outicok for grains. was still 
good. Seeding spring oats was in pro- 
gress at the end of the month. The fruit 
crops were injured, but trees were in 
good condition, 

No progress worthy of note was made 
in farm work during February, but the 
heavy rains and frequent freezes put 
the land in fine condition, and work was 
being resumed at the end of the month. 
Grains were seriously injured by ice and 
the severe weather. late cats being killed 
in many. sections. Many peach buds were 
kifled, Elbertas sufferif® most, but un- 
injured buds remained sufficient for a 
good yield, future conditions being fa- 
vorable. Over the southern half of the 
state little injury was done to fruit and 
the outlook was good for an excellent 
crop. 

Farm work was vigorously prosecuted 
and vegetation made rapid advancement 
under the hignly favorable thermal and 
rainfall conditions of Marth. Farmers 
were still hehind with their work in

Favorable April Weather. 

The weather during April was highly 
favorable to all kinds of farm work, and 
moisture was sufficient to induce rapid 
germination and growth. The frost and 
severe cold of the !I7th and 18th seri- 
Ously injured tender vegetation in the 
northern half of the state, but during 
the warm period that followed it made 
rapid recovery where not killed outright. 
Throughout the same territory. most of 
the fruit was. either killed or so severely 
chilled that it soon began to drop except 
in orchards protected from the cold, 
especially was this true of peaches; how- 
ever, reports indicated a fair yi cgi 
some orchards. Over the southern 
little damage was done and prospects 
for a large yield continued flattering. At 
the close of the month cotton planting 
was completed except a few fields in 
the northern section and fine stands 
were reported; a little replanting was 
in scattered localities. Chop- 
ping was in progress over the southern 
and the plants were making 
rapid growth with no injury frem in- 
sects; .a reduced acrea@fe was reported.

Picking was pushed and at the 
end Of the month reports tndicated 
that about two-thirds of the 
crop had been gathered in the 
northern section and about three-fourths 
in the central and southern sections. 
In a large number of fields picking was 
completed. The staple could not be 
gathered as fast as it opened in some 
districts on account of the scarcity of 
labor.

on Whitehall Street 


Mule Was Without Bridle and Was 
Dashing Into Crowd of Women 
and Children When Stopped 
Entirely Unaided by 
Mr. Jones, 


A bridleless mule, wilg with fright, was 
Stopped by O. H. Jones, of 180 Capitol 
avenue, yesterday afternoon at | o'clock, 
at the corner of Whitehall and Alabama 
Streets, just as the animal_was about 
to plunge into the throng of women: and 
children which filled the streets. 

The stopping of the runaway mule 
was one of the most daring acts that 
has been witnessed in Atlanta for a 
long time. Mr, Jones risked his in 
preventing the accidents that would un- 
doubtedly have resulted. 

A crowd of several hundred persons, fn 
Which were many ladies, congregatea 
around Mr. Jones to thank him for his 
exhibition of daring in their behalf and 
to shake his hand. He hurriedly lef, 
the scene, and only those who were per- 
sonally acquainted ‘with him knew the 
name of the man who had stoppeu the 
mule. 

The runaway animal evidently came 
from the Central railroaq freight depot 
on Madisan street. He rounded the-turn 
into, Alabama street, and when just op- 
posite fire headquarters managed to 
break hie bridle. Behind him was hitch- 
ed a dray of the ordinary kind. 

The thoroughly frightened mule, 
dently realizing ehat his bridle 
broken. increased his pace, ang . went 
straight down Alabama street in the di- 
rection of the erowds that were pass- 
ing On each side of Whitehall street. 

Just as the animal reached -#hitehall 
street and the women and children were 
scurrying In every direction, put ‘with 
small kope that all of them would es- 
cape the path of the runaway, young 
man wearing a light overcoat’ leaped 
from the sidewalk and caught with one
